DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, and 14, drawn to a transgenic plant, a method of producing 
oil or a method of producing high oil phenotype in a plant comprising a nucleotide 
sequence encoding a HI032.2 polypeptide. 

Group II, claim(s) 10-12, drawn to a method of generating a plant having high oil 
phenotype comprising identifying a plant that has an allele or mutation in its HI032.2 
gene, or wherein the method employs candidate gene/QTL or TILLING methodology. 

Group III, claim(s) 13 and 15, drawn to meal, food or feed. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups l-lll appears to be a nucleotide sequence 
encoding a HI032.2 polypeptide or an ortholog thereof. However, Ramsay et al. (Plant 
Molecular Biology, 52: 679-688, June 2003) teach a nucleotide sequence encoding a 
bHLH transcription factor which is an ortholog of instantly claimed HI032.2 polypeptide. 
See in particular, page 679, abstract; page 682, figure 1 . 

Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of Groups l-lll does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define 
a contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Groups l-lll are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept.
